Briefly, it’s the true ‘story of*the life and deathvof Morrie 
Schwartz, a professor at Brandeis University in Waltham, 
Mi , as told by his former student, Mitch Albom, a Detroit 
sports columnist, radio host and author. 

For the most his death is a slow and brutal one from

amyotrophic lateral sclerosis, or Lou Gehrig's Disease. 

Depressing topic? Yes and no. Mostly no, in my opinion, 
because Morrie and Mitch utilize what must have been agoniz- 
ing months in a post-graduate course in which Morrie teaches 
Mitch life’s greatest lessons 

The class involved Mitch's regular flights from Michigan to 
Massachusetts for Tuesday class sessions. As Mitch explains, 
there were no grades, but oral exam: no books, but many 
topics; and the world, our culture, regrets and Eseling sorry for 
ourselves, family, emotions, fear of aging, money, love, mar- 
riage, forgiveness, and, of course, death 

raduation, Mitch explains, is a funeral. 














In spite of the theme, the book is upbeat. Morrie manages to 
maintain a gentle and mildly earthy sense of humor. almost to 
the end. And his lessons to Mitch are universally meaningful: 
“The culture we have does not make people feel good about 
themselves. And you have to be strong enough to say if the 
culture doesn’t work, don’t buy it.”’ 


Also worthy of mentioning are his commentaries on mone: 
and status, including a wicked but trenchantly funny crack 
about Ted Turner. 

Most important is his stress on the importance of love and the 
fact that since we all share the same beginnings and ends, birth 
and death, we should “invest in the human family. Invest in 


people. Build a little community of those you love and who love 
you.” 


Better advice I can’t think of. 
Read this book. Please. Do yourself a favor.

First, our runners-up: 

Chicago television: Chicago 
TV barely covered politics this 
year, except for the FBI raids 
on one of Secretary of State 
George Ryan’s drivers license 
facilities. 

The stations spent most of 
their resources airing essen- 
tially the same scandal stories 
day after day, all but abandon- 
ing any serious reporting on 
the various races. The topper 
was when the station that host- 
ed one of the two gubernatorial 
debates decided to broadcast it 
at.7 a.m. on a Saturday. 

Glenn Bradford: The million- 
aire Democratic trial lawyer 
won his first race for the Illi- 
nois General Assembly in 1996 
by repeatedly pointing out that 
his Republican opponent was a 
Puerto Rican. 

Bradford was a disaster as a 
state representative. He even- 
tually was convinced to step 
down after less than a year in 
office in order to make way 
for the appointment of a for- 
mer, and popular, state legis- 
lator.

office. 

Some of the disputed proper- 
ty includes overlapping annex- 
ations by Fairmont City. 

Madison City Attorney Cas- 
per Nighohossian argued in his 
original motion that because 
Madison City Hall — the offi- 
cial place of business for the 
city — is located in Madison 
County, the court case should 
be heard there.

The man’s wounds were 
described as superficial, with 
stitches being needed to his 
head. ‘ 

Robinson said the masks and 
“automatic-looking” guns were 


found discarded on nearby 
school property. 
*““(Nash) worked in a cos- 


tume and theater place in St 
Louis, so he had experience in 


how to apply makeup,”’ Robin- 
son said.

was later found abandoned on 
a country road ‘outside the 
Troy city limits. 

Assistant State’s Attorney 
Don Weber said he had plenty 
of witnesses to use in the case, 
including the three who broke 
into the home 

He said the law caught up 
with the suspects after Bell 
told a girlfriend about what 
had happened and the girl- 
friend told police. 

“Based on that, police sent 
Glover’s fingerprints to the 
crime lab, and that was the 
ballgame,’’ Weber said.

Census Bureau taking spending survey 


On average, Americans 
spent nearly $6,000, or 16 per- 
cent of their pre-tax income on 
shelter in 1995. 

Has spending on shelter 
(rent, interest on mortgages, 
property taxes, homeowners’ 
insurance, etc.) gone up or 
down since then? 

That’s what representatives 
of the Commerce Depart- 
ment’s Census Bureau will find 
out when they visit selected 
households across the country 
to conduct the Consumer 
Expenditure Survey (CES). 

The results update the aver- 
age cost of a market basket of 
goods and services for the Con- 















sumer Price Index, the most 
widely used measure of infla- 
tion. About 4,900 households 
will be interviewed five times 
(once every three months) 
about major expenditures. 
Another 1,000 households will 
be asked to keep a daily diary 
of all their expenses over a 
two-week period. The survey 
keeps track of the amount 
spent on items such as food, 
shelter, utilities, clothing, 
transportation, health care, 
entertainment and education. 
“Findings from the CES help 
business and community lead- 
ers make sound decisions,”’ 
said Henry Palacios, director 


of the Census Bureau’s Kansas 
City regional office. ‘‘More 
specifically, the survey gives 
business owners the-informa- 
tion they need to help them 
better respond to consumer 
needs, and it is a great help to 
government officials in plan- 
ning public services.”” 

By law, the Census Bureau 
keeps all information about the 
survey respondents and ‘their 
households strictly confiden- 
tial. Participating households 
will receive a letter from’ Ken- 
neth Prewitt, director of the 
Census Bureau, informing 
them of their selection for the 
survey.
